In bot climates, 
in which the oochinea! insect delights, it nas 
been preserved, and is cultivated as an ar- 
ticle of commerce, This is how the cochi- 
neni ie reared ia Mexioo:—An open of 
laed is chosen, protected against the west 
wind, and of about one of two acres in ex- 
tent. This is surrounded with a hedge of 
reeds, in limes, distant from each 
other t a yard, with cuttings of cactus 
mt most about two feet apart. The cactus 
garden made, the next thiag iv to establi-b 
in it cochineals, With this object in view 
they are sought in the weods, or else the 





sbeltere1 during the winter, and plroed in 
dozens, in neste made of cocoa-nut fibres, or 
in little plaited baskets mede of the leaves 
of the dwart palm, ead bucg on the piickles 
of the cactus. Theses are very soon covered 
with young larvm. Toe only thivg now re- 
quired to be done ia to shelter them from 
wiad and reio, 

The larve are re ae inte perfect io- 
sects, which take up their abode permanently 
oa the branches of the ceoti, ss our en- 
graving repreente, The Mex'cacs gather 
them as soon as they Bave reacbed the per- 
fect etate. The harvest cancot be difficult, 
considering the immobility of these litte 
creatures, When cullected, the cocsineale 
are killed, packed ia woxden boxes, and 
sent to Europe, to be used ia dyciog.

Traespianting Evergreens. 
of the Plougbman asks, 


A correspondent 
When is the best time to set out eve 
trees? A few years nice T transplanted « 
lot of pines about the first of . The 


work was done with considerable care, but 
the trees all died.” 

The best time to treneplant ie 
jest as the bods begin to swell to pat 
forth, which is later considerably than with 
most deciduous trees. Midsummer is the 
period of most rapid growth of the 
and the coniferm generally, and if you weld 
be sure of a epell of rainy weather at that 
season, it would be deciJedly the best time, 
bat if the traveplantiog is done then and a 
dry and hot time follows, no amount of 
waterivg reems to suit their cose. We have 
therefore fixed upon the time when the bads 
begin to swell, because at that time the 
trees when set out start at once into active 
growth, sending out fibrous roots, and as 
soon as there shoot out the tree in safe, It 
will not do to set them out whi'e the fibrous 
roots are ina state of inactivity, as is the 
case in carly epriog. They will be likely to 
perish. In this re+pect they differ from the 
class of deciduous trees, Their tenao’ty of 
life is less, undoubtedly, than in the decidu- 
ous trees, eo that greater care is requised in 
the operation of pepo to keep the 
roote fresh and moist while they are out of 
the ground. They must be kept moist, and 
hence it is best to eclect a drizzly time near 

the last of May or early in June. 

It ie best also in taking them up to save 
as many of the fibrous roote as posible. 
They depend on them for an immediate 
active growth, more than upon the large tap 
root. owards the end of May the soil bas 
become a little warmed, so that a8 soon as 
you sce signs of activity in the buds you 
may know it is time to begin. You cannot 
transplant these trees in the fall as you can 
others. Avoid the fall and the very ca:ly 


spring.
